A Decision Beached After 


Holding Inquest and Post 


Mortem Examination. 


Coroner Pftdffer has rendered his 


verdict in reference to the death of 
Eli Battle*. Imte of Jackson township, 
who disappeared from his home on 
the mornlnj; ot February 
K., and 


whose body waa found 11 days later 
in the w*ier« wi iii« Ottawa 
river 


attorn half & mile from his home. 


Tho condition ot the body at the 


time it was fou4d indicated that the 
same had not been in the water for 
the length of time the deceased had 
been roittinc, and this fact together 
with the eccentricities of the family, 
led to the crreat of Seth Battles, the 
son with whoa tie deceased had 
lived. DeiAlapnMBts later indicated 
that no foul pl«jr had been the cause 
of death aad the son was released up- 
on his own recognizance. 


Coroner PfeiBer in rendering his 
verdict says: "After holding an in- 
quest, reviewing the testimony, and 
having made an examination of the 
body, as well M holding a post mor- 
tem examination. I do find that the 
deceased came to his death by natur- 
al causes." 


This verdict removes any shadow 


of doubt that may have been in the 
minds of the public, and exonerates 
the relatives ot the deceased from any 
connection with the death. 
It was the final theory of all who 


made a search tor the missing man 
and of those who discovered the re- 
mains in the water, that the deceased 
had wandered from home and fallen 
on the ice near tae river, where he 
died from exposure, the sleet and 
snow covering the body in such a 
manner that 
the searching party 


coald not see it. And further

that the-body had been washed into
